The assembly, which was stunned 


by the premier’s action, met for, 


a few minutes tonight to learn 


that the government had resigned. 
France heard that, along with the 
most expensive Christmas suppers 
on record, it would have a Christ- 
mas crisis too, perhaps lasting well 
into the new year. 

Premier Pinay, after his final 
conference with President Auriol, 
confirmed his firm intention to re- 
sign. He said he would not he a 
minister in any cabinet formed. 

“I've been accused,”’ he said, 
“of being hostile to the parliament. 
I have the certainty of having 
worked for the good of the country. 
I need a rest and am taking 1 
with joy.” 

Assembly circles could hardly re- 
cover from the surprise and irrita- 
tion of the premier’s unprecedented 
departure in the midst of debate 
on a confidence vote. No postwar 
premier has interpreted the new 
French constitution in that manner 
up to now. It has been customary 
for the cabinet. once such a debate 
is opened, to go through until the 
hitter end. 

PRECEDENT SET 

It was, therefore, questioned in 
the assembly whether this action 
would not set a precedent which 
would upset the parliamentary 
workings of the present regime. 
Pinay’s explanation was that de- 
sertion by the greater part of 
a coalition party the Catholic 
Popular Republican group — had 
made the vote unnecessary. He 
said he could not face his re- 
sponsibilities without responsible 
majority support. 

The great problem before Auriol 
now is to find such support for 
the premier who will have to take 
up Pinay’s task and find a way 
to bring prosperity to France in 
the midst of pressing internal and 
exterior problems. Some of the 
keenest political observers _ felt 
that the kev to the situation rests 
with the followers of General 
DeGaulle. Not long ago one of 
the Paris commentators declared 
that it was a question’ of which 
would break apart first—the cab- 
inet or the Gaullist group. It was 
the cabinet which did it first, but 
it remains to be seen if the Gaul- 
list group can stand the strain 
that the crisis it helped to pro- 
duce will now place on the parties. 

Two weeks ago, during discus- 
gion of a confidence vote, Andre 
Deithelm, Gaullist leader in the 
assembly, declared that the party 
would be prepared to “‘tgke its 
responsibilities’ in the event of the 
cabinet’s downfall. 


DEGAULLE STATEMENT 


The whole Gaullist position, how- 


ver, was thrown into doubt once 
more by a statement, issued to- 
night by DeGaulle. He stated, as 
he often has done, that the present 
party. svstem is at fault. He said 
Pinay had done what he could but 
had failed because of the system.

Plague the F rench 


The resignation of Premier Rene 
Pinay of France, after nine months of 
uneasy stability within the French gov- 
ernment, adds further to the troubles of 
the free world in its attempts to find a 
solution to Western European security. 
The Pinay government had accom- 
plished a great deal through holding on 
to a majority of the Assembly seats 
through a shaky coalition of its mul- 
tiple political parties. 

The new crisis points up once again 
the evil of a multiple-party system. 
Until one party attains a definite ma- 
jority, there will never be a stable gov- 
ernment in the French republic. Unlike 
the two-party system that we enjoy, it 
has been impossible for any one party 
to obtain a majority of the delegate 
seats in the Assembly. The result is 
virtual paralysis of government and 
failure to agree on important issues upon 
which the future of France depends. 

Right now, of course, we are con- 
cerned with France’s internal stability 
and her measures to combat inflation— 
directly concerned in that we are anx- 
ious about the amount of aid she must 
have from us. We are concerned, too, 
about the German treaty, NATO, and 
other security measures that we have 
fostered. Each time the French govern- 
ment changes hands, we wonder what is 
going to happen to our carefully nur- 
tured projects. 

It is a matter of constant worry, too, 
that of the 625 deputies in the French 
Assembly, 101 are Communists. They 
invariably vote against the government 
- with the aim of creating political tur- 
moil at every opportunity. Although 
thev hold less than 10 per cent of the 
seats, these Communists often hold the 
balance of power on crucial issues. 

We are disturbed considerably, too, 
about the Indochinese War, where the 
French have borne a burden comparable 
to our fight in Korea against the Com- 
munists. They are reported weary of 
that burden and considering throwing 
it, too, to the United States. Indochina 
is fully as important in the struggle 
against Communist aggression as is 
Korea. 

So France has another political crisis 
at Christmas time. We must concern 
ourselves about it because that unhappy 
country holds the key to peace and se- 
curity in Western Europe. It is diffi- 
cult to readjust our program with each 
change of government and more diffi- 
cult to maintain a continuity of policy. 

We can only hope that somehow 
France will rid itself of its multiple- 
party system. It is doubtful that she 
will ever have any semblance of gov- 
ernment stability until she does. The 
present system is one made to order for 
the Communist program of obstruction 
and harassment.

“extent the public has insured itself in 
the past few years. 

In 1940, only 12,000,000 citizens held 

» some type of hospitalization insurance. 

- By the end of 1951 this had grown to 

85,000,000. Whereas only 5,000,000 held 
surgical insurance in 1940, this had 
grown to 65,000,000 in 1951. 

Rapid growth has been recorded also 
in a more recent type of insurance—that 
paying doctors’ bills. From 3,000,000 in 
1940, this has grown to 28,000,000. 

Other medical safeguards are found 
in provisions for veterans and those in 
uniform workmen’s compensation laws, 
and group medical plans. 

Laving aside all arguments about 
compulsory health insurance, it seems 
that the American people are doing a 
pretty’ good job of insuring themselves.

Soviet Russia’s new tirade in the UN 
against the United States for the alleged 
“murder” of Red prisoners on Pongam 
Island is a new verse to the Kremlin’s 
propaganda tune through which they at- 
tempt to divert attention from their own 
dastardly acts. Fortunately, it was de- 
cisively rejected by the UN Assembly 
but not until it had been given world- 
wide dissemination. 

In rejecting the Indian truce pro- 


posals, the Soviet received one of its 


greatest setbacks in the propaganda 


war. They are clutching at straws to 
turn attention from the fact they have 
decreed a continuation of the Korean 
struggle. Even at that, however, we 
must not lose sight of the viciousness of 
the Kremlin’s mastery of the tricks of 
propaganda and demagoguery. 

To sensible people everywhere, the 
prisoner killings stand justified under 
the international rules of war. But in 
the hands of the adroit Communist liars, 
the Americans become masters of ruth- 
lessness and brutality. 

They seek to force the world to for- 
get, through charges against others, the 
crimes unequalled in human history 
against all mankind the Kremlin has 
made the rule instead of the exception.

A Missionary Speaks 
Against McCarth yism 


Rev. Leon Sullivan, O. F. M. (Lake 
Village, Ark.), spent many long months 
in a Communist prison camp in China. 
Now back in this countr? he finds some 
of his countrymen indulging in the same 
practices he came to hate in the totali- 
tarian Reds. 

In a letter to The Commonweal he 
called on his fellow Americans to become 
aware of the dangers of those who would 
use every citizen's natural patriotism to 
destroy the principles of freedom. He 
sald, in part: in ® 


One thing that has appalled me 
since my return from the Far East 
a year ago is the indecent haste with 
which so many of the clergy run 
to embrace and canonize anyone 
who is anti-Communist. I would 
rather return to my Chinese Com- 
munist prison cell than avail myself 
of Senator McCarthy’s “protection.” 
He is as great—if not a greater— 
threat to American freedom than the 
military might of the Kremlin, and, 
believe me, I do not underestimate 
either the Kremlin’s might or its 
cleverness. 

My missionary career -in China 
ended in a Communist court in 
which accusations were taken as 
facts, charges as proofs, and in 
which the police announced that 
“defense is not necessary; we never 
make a mistake; when we arrest 
you, you're guilty; a defense is only 
necessary in corrupt bourgeois so- 
ciety where they have corrupt offi- 
cials.” 

As a result of that experience, 
I cling desperately to a principle 
that is one of the foundation stones 
of our democratic way of life, the 
principle that a man is innocent 
until he is proved guilty, and that 
includes people like Alger Hiss, too. 
God help all of us if we ever aban- 
don that principle. If you must be- 
tray democracy in order to save it, 
why bother? 


Let those who would follow the de- 
structive paths of McCarthyism ponder 
well these fine words of a distinguished 
missionary.

Picture Taft as 
‘People’s Friend’ 


WASHINGTON—Senator Taft, as Senate 
leader in title and responsibility, could be- 
come in the Eisenhower administration as

The basis for this was that during the 
80th Congress, which the Republicans con- 
trolled—1947-49—Senator Taft sponsored a 
moderate social welfare program embodying 
public housing, federal aid to education, and 
increase of the statutory minimum wage, 
since often overlooked. That-was in contrast 
to the views that General Eisenhower ex- 
pressed in broad terms in discussions of 
social security and such upon resuming a 
civilian career. In his campaign for the 
presidency this year, however, the general 
ate his earlier words and pledged preserva- 
tion of social gains and no turning back of 
the clock. 

It is one of those “‘ifs’’ of history but at 
interesting that some observers felt 
that if the House had not blocked the social 
welfare program which Senator Taft got 
through the Senate of the 80th Congress the 
Republican Party might have returned to 
power in 1948 with Governor Dewey, instead 
of having to wait four years. 

For the party was vulnerable there, and 
President Truman exploited its dereliction 
very skillfully in his uphill but eventually 
successful campaign in 1948. The sequence 
of circumstances was tailored to Mr. Tru- 
man’s tastes and talents. The House Re- 
publican leadership sidetracked the Taft- 
sponsored program just on the eve of the 
1948 Republican convention in. Philadelphia, 
and then the convention, a few days later, 
endorsed them in its platform. | 

Here is where Senator Taft could become 
an invaluable asset. He would be a key 
factor because of his influence not only with 
conservatives of his own party, but with 
Southern Democratic conservatives who. pre- 
viously have joined with Republican con- 
servatives to block social welfare legislation. 
If anybody could rescue the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration on the social welfare front, it 
would be he,

Shook the Rafters 


Somehow I had always thought of the 
people of my parents’ generation as being 
stately folk of dignified mien who even in 
thew lighter moments behaved themselves 
with gentlemanly, and ladylike restraint, 
bowing gracefully from the waist at dances, 
and treading a courtly measure like young 
Lochinvar. 

From my father over at Commerce comes

‘I was just sitting here 
thinking,” he writes, 
“about old times and 
how different everything 
is now compared to what 
it used to be.

We would get on 
a mule or in a buggy and go miles and miles 
to these shindigs, and we sure had a time, 
or thought we did. We'd dance all night, 
and it wasn’t this shuffling around the floor 
you see now. It was sure enough dancing. 

“I see occasionally now old men and old 
fat ladies who can hardly move about who 
40 or 50 years ago could shake a house down 
with their dancing. They danced the high- 
land fling like their Scot ancestors danced 
it, and they danced just as vigorously when 
the fiddles played ‘Way Down in Old Mo- 
bile.” They were fine old steps with a lot of 
pep in them, and the louder the dancers 
hollered and the highe¥ and faster they cut 
the step, the better the crowd liked it.

way. I remember many a time a fellow who 
got an idea in his head his girl had jilted

Equal Health Facilities for All 


Called for by New Yorker 


Mount Vernon, N. Y.—The report and 
recommendations of President Truman’s 
commission an health needs should receive 
vigorous support. The report recognizes that 
present prepayment plans to provide medical 
and hospital care are inadequate’‘to meet the 
needs of the whole population. This is be- 
cause far too many people cannot afford to 
pay for them, because many of the existing 
plans provide only limited coverage, and for 
other 

The report recommended a joint federal- 
state set-up to provide more adequate health 
services by helping to finance prepayment 
plans for more people, and by providing 
health services out of general taxation for 
those who are medically indigent. 

However, the objection by two labor 
members of the commission, Walter Reu- 
ther, head of the CIO and A. J. Haves, head 
of the Machinists’ union, is sound. They said 
it would be unfair to allow carrying out of 
the recommendations to be stymied in some 
areas by inaction of the states. This objec- 
tion is weighty because the report insists 
on equal health facilities and equal medical 
opportunities for Negroes and whites. Some 
States to carry out the recom- 
mendations this reason. Most of the for- 
mer slave states for three generations have 
failed to provide equal educational facili- 
ties for whites and Negroes, and a few have 
even said that if they had to provide non- 
segregated educational facilities, they would 
cease to provide free public schooling for 
anyone. 

It would be sound policy, therefore, for 
the Federal Government to go ahead and 
provide health facilities on an equal basis 
for all, in accordance with the recommen- 
dations of the report, in cases where the 
States failed to act.

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‘In the Public Interest...’ 


In Washington next month, the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association (to be known hereinafter as NCAA) 
will hold its annual convention. This is enough to strike 
terror to the hearts of our congressmen, who may have felt 
that they had explored all paths of confusion. The NCAA 
will open a few new ones for their inspecton. 

For the past two years the college group has been threshing 
through a jungle of football television. As television facilities have 
spread to all but the most isolated areas in the country, and made 

. itself available to the Saturday football 
‘t market, pressure on the NCAA has in- 
; creased. Commercial groups have de- 
manded unlimited access to college foot- 
ball. Some have joined in the 
harangue for wide-open TV, but the num- 
ber is small, and they're all powerful 
schools with a metropolitan flavor. 
The two leaders of the group for tak- 
ing the NCAA bit out of TV’s mouth are 
Pennsylvania, located in populous Phila- 
delphia, and Notre Dame, cradled in the 
Chicago area of the milling throngs. They 
have nothing to lose. They are displaying 
a discouraging greed. They claim the 
cause of public interest. They are willing 
to sell their own brethren, the small col- 
leges, down the river. 
Fortunately, the NCAA’s one-game- 
a-Saturday restriction has held up, 
Bisher and probably will be carried out 
through another season and then some. The NCAA-policed pro- 
gram costs $50,000 a year. It is designed to keep a check on the 
television influence on attendance. But far more important at the 
moment, it has prevented a mad rush for TV gold that could have 
killed off grass-roots football almost altogether.

As the program of the year worked out, there were some real 
dog matches on the air last season, the Michigan State-Texas A&M 
game, for instance, and the Cornell-Yale affair. On the other hand, the 
Notre Dame-Oklahoma and Georgia Tech-Alabama games were two 
of autumn’s supreme.

The meat of this thing, as J see it, is the fate of the small college. 
It stands to reason that if saturation television should move in, the 
small college would be forced out of football business. There would 
he no gate, no cause to continue, except for a small clot of diehard 
alumni loyalists. 

Penn wants unlimited television. What happens, then, to football 
at Franklin and Marshall, Swarthmore, Haverford, West Chester, 
Albright and the other little colleges in the Philadelphia trade area? 

For that matter, let’s bring it closer home. 


Suppose, with unlimited TV, Georgia Tech is playing Tennessee 
in a game of unbeaten Southeastern Conference giants. On the 
same day, Auburn, which has lost five out of six, meets Mississippi 
State, which has beaten only Arkansas State and Memphis State, 
at Auburn. There'll be more souvenir salesmen on hand at Auburn 
than paying spectators. 


Stanford and Michigan. whose game was televised earlier in the 
season, claimed that they lost in the neighborhood of $30,000 each the 
day the Notre Dame-Oklahoma game was the Saturday attraction. 
Stanford played Southern Cal, an arch foe, and Michigan met Cornell, 
a weakling last season. 

For the past vear, the DuMont television people have been bom- 
barding everybody who owns a typewriter with tracts directed at the 
NCAA's right to legislate within its own group. It’s most frequently 
employed phrase: ‘‘In the public interest ...’’ It should read: ‘“‘In 
the commercial interest . a 

I cannot see that any public interest would be served by squeezing 
the small college out of football and allowing the rich to grow richer. 
In the long run, unlimited television would mean that, regardless of 
the size of the college, the team located in an area of moderate or 
sparse population would be killed off. One bad season would be enough. 


A National NCAA Commissioner

the time has arrived for it to become a powerful enforcement body 
similar to the machinery that runs organized haschall. If it’s “tin the. 
public interest’’ to see that everybod: all the television he. wants, 
then it’s a public responsibility to see that the ath'etiec 
all accredited colleges be allowed to survive. 

This will require a stronger NCAA than ever. 
teeth in it rather than the harmless old lap dog that now bears the 
title. I suggest an NCAA commissioner. supported by an executive 
body, to carry out the wishes of the voting memhers. Not a college 
president elected for a short time to a token post whose main func- 
tion is presiding over the annual convention. 

The commissioner, the Ford Frick type, would not be be- 
holden to any individuals or groups. His salary would come from 
funds other than those provided by the colleges. Not simply for 
keeping television at its distance is this commissioner necessary, 
but for the stre sth of the entire college athletic structure. In- 
dividual conference commissioners, hired by the national commis- 
sioner and paid out of the same fund, would be his staff of en- 
forcement officers. Bowls, subsidization, recruiting, all the cur- 
rent problems, would stand a better chance of solution.

Since that time Newnan, which 
serves as the county seat of Coweta 
County, has grown to become not 
only a city of attractive homes but 
a growing industrial center and 
headquarters for one of Georgia’s 
largest cattle producing areas. 


LOCATION 

Newnan is located 38 miles south- 
west of Atlanta at the intersec- 
tion of U. S. Highway 29 and 
27-A and 30 miles from the Ala- 
bama line. The junction of state 
highways 16 and 34 along with 
the Atlanta and West Point and 
the Central of Georgia railroads, 
provide the city with adequate road 
and rail transportation facilities 
for industrial growth. 

Power and fuel is adequate for 
the industrial expansion that is 
now taking place here. Natural 
gas is supplied by the Atlanta Gas 
Light Co., while electricity is sup- 
plied within the city through the 
Water and Light Commission.

j Study of Administration 


One member of DeKalb County’s legislative delegation 
has expressed himself in favor of a professional government 
study of DeKalb’s administration, but the county’s other two 
solons seem skeptical of the plan that has the support of 
a grand jury group and the DeKalb League of Women 


Voters. 

“I think such a survey is the 
only way to work to a final solu- 
tion in DeKalb’s’ government,” 
Rep. A. Mell Turner commented. 

There has been opposition for a 
long time to the county's one- 
commissioner form of government. 
Several years ago, opponents of 
the system claimed to have cir- 
culated a 10,000-name petition ask- 
ing legislators for a referendum 
on a change to a multiple com- 
mission, but the lawmakers re- 
fused to act. 

The league of women voters made 
promotion of a professional local 
government study its major goal 
this year, but dropped active cam- 
paigning when the DeKalb grand 
jury appointed a nine-man DeKalb 
Research committee 
of former jurors to study county 
government and make recom- 
mendations for 1953 local legisla- 
tion. 

The committee made its report, 
the one-commissioner 
government: and recommending a 
county finances, 
but it also urged that a more com- 
plete study of county government 
be undertaken through legislative 
action. 

“IT haven’t studied 
tee’s recommendation,” 
Rep. Guy Rutland Jr., a newcomer 
to the delegation, ‘‘but if a study 
is needed, I will support it.’’ 

Rutland added, however, that he 
didn't want a research group ‘‘that 
would just be a sounding board.’ 

Rep. W. Hugh McWhorter, senior 
member of the delegation, said he 
would await a decision on the 
recommendation of a study group 
until the delegation took action on 
the suggestion of a finance board. 

“We're drafting a referendum 
bill on the finance board now,” 
McWhorter explained. ‘If we in- 
troduce it, and the people approve 
it, I would be in favor of giving 
that finance system a chance to 
prove itself before we start in- 
vestigating again.’ 

McWhorter said the delegation 
prepared a bill last session of the 
legislature calling for an expendi- 
ture of $15,000 on a government 
study group, but that the bill was 
not introduced ‘‘because this was 
a political year.’

FOREIGN POLICY 


Dulles’ presence at the luncheon 
was regarded as _ indicating that 
foreign policy may have figured 
in the discussions. In his address 
to the: Republican convention, 
Hoover called for the creation of 
an American Air Force of over- 
whelming power and was critical 
of the Western European defense 


force, which Eisenhower helped 
to create. 

Prior to the convention Hoover 
had urged in a public speech what 
has been called the Gibraltar 
theory of American defense, call- 
ing for a maximum concentration 
upon air and naval forces with 
a minimum of American troops 
overseas. 

But there was no confirmation 
available today that foreign policy 
was one of the topics discussed at 
the luncheon meeting. Hoover 
headed a special commission ap- 
pointed by President Truman sev- 
eral years ago to study the organi- 
zation of the federal government 
and to make plans for improving 
its efficiency. Several departments 
have since been reorganized by 
executive order along the lines sug-' 
gested by the commission and other 
proposals made by the commis- 
sion are, still under study.

On the basis of 30 per cent bed 
occupancy as a good standard for 
the first year of any _ hospital’s 
operation, acceptance of the new 
hospitals was better than average. 
It ranged from a low rate of eight 
to a high 63 with an overail 
average of 39 per cent. 

Five of the 17 hospitals reported 
operating surpluses the first year 
ranging from $2,406 to $20,369 and 
averaging $8,713. 

But the other 12 showed operat- 
ing deficits of from $4,407 to $53.,- 
856 and averaging $19,664. 

Staffing of hospitals generally 
was adequate with a lack of com- 
petent administrative personnel 
apparently more of a_ headache 
than. professional staffing. One 
hospital had three administrative 
heads in the vear and the average 
for all was close to two. 

One by-product of the opening 
of the hospitals has been better dis- 
tribution of physicians in the rural 
areas. Williams noted that 55 
physicians, many of them special- 
ists, have moved into these hos- 
pital areas since the _ institutions 
were opened. 

ATLANTA HUB 

Five years ago, almost all the 
specialists and more than half 
the physicians In the state were 
in the eight most populous coun- 
ties with one third located in Ful- 
ton County and Atlanta. 

All hospitals, Williams 
wrote, ‘‘serve Negro patients and 
appear to be rendering a_ reason- 
able amount of indigent hospital 
care to indigents.’’

When the doctor recommends 
good nourishing food, he does 
not mean rich or fattening foods. 
The daily meals should be rich 
only in the protective nutrients 
to build red blood and furnish 
tissue-building protein, and min- 
erals, and vitamins. But calories 
must be limited to the decreased 
requirements. Food choice is 
therefore most important. 

Breakfast may include a 
whole-grain hot cereal with 
whole milk, not cream. The slice 
of whole-grain or enriched toast 
should be lightly buttered. The 
citrus fruit or juice may be in- 
cluded at breakfast or saved for 
a mid-morning snack, 

Lunch should provide _ pro- 
tein an omelet or fluffy 
scrambled egg or baked eggs; 
or creamed chicken or ehipped 
heef or hot vegetable soup with 
heef, or ae grilled open-face 
sandwich: plus a green leafy 
salad, fruit and a glass of milk. 

The dinner menu should fur- 
nish protein in the form of lean 
meat or chicken or fish; with 
liver or other meat organs twice 
a week. One starchy food may 
he included—either a potato or 
slice of bread—plus a_ green 
leafy or yellow vegetable. Des- 
sert may he fruit with a mo- 
lasses cookie or custard or gela- 
tine or something light with a 
glass of milk for beverage. In 
mid-afternoon a glass of whole 
milk may be taken as an energy 
pick-up and another glass of 
milk may be taken warm before 
retiring to invite sleep.

She 
remembers shut-ins, children, the patients at Milledgeville State 
Hospital. With consummate skill and artistry she converts used cards 
into fresh, new ones for patients to send, removing or covering up 
signatures and placing the refurbished card in a pristine clean 
envelope. She makes beautiful scrap books. 


Iiiness has hampered Miss Watson a little in the last vear. She 
did not do all of the things she dreamed of doing with the cards 
you sent her in 1952, but when you get a report on what she did 
accomplish, you'll be amazed and delighted that you were able to 
give her some of the materials with which to work. 

Miss Watson received 253,000 cards during 1952. (‘A very large 
number is required so that I may select only bright, cheerful ones 
for my special work,’’ she explains.) 


The result of her year’s work: 500 booklets made of stiff Christ- 
mas cards and sent to Milledgeville State Hospital to be placed on 
breakfast trays of bed patients on Christmas Day; 15,000 selected 
cards sent by a returning missionary to Africa to be used in schools, 
churches and leper colonies; 70 boxes of pretty cards sent to chil- 
dren's homes and hospitals, Goodwill centers, day nurseries, speech 
schools and mountain schools. | 


Miss Watson made over and placed in new envelopes 500. birth- 
day cards for Battle Hill Haven and 1,000 birthday cards for Milledge- 
ville patients. 

She sent 1,000 Christmas ecards to Battle Hill Haven, 2,500 to the 
Alabama State Hospital for the Insane at Tuscaloosa and 3.700 to 
Milledgeville State Hospital; 200 Christmas cards were mailed to 
shut-ins in several states; 1,100 given to ministers in mountain 
areas for their use. 

Several of Miss Watson’s friends helped her with the work and 
others donated envelopes. 

“There's great need for cheer among the forgotten ones.”’ she 
explained gently. ‘‘I want to thank all of those who sent ecards to 
help relieve such loneliness.”

made it impossible for the board 


to do any further effective work. 
This led to the resignation of in- 
dustry members then on_ the 
board. 

‘We know of no way by which 
men of experience and 
sibility could be persuaded to 
serve on a board whose functions 
have been so completely destroyed 
by President Truman,’ wrote 
Charles R. Sligh Jr., NAM presi- 
dent. 

In like vein, Laurence F. Lee, 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, wrote: 

“Any semblance of stabilization 
that may have existed up to that 
time was permanently destroyed 
bv the act of the President him- 
self. In other words, we believe 
that the purposes for which the 
hoard was created have been 
grossiv ignored and the efforts of 
any businessman who might now 
sit on the board would be of no 
avail. We are therefore unwilling 
to request men to subject them- 
selves to the conditions under 
which they would be compelled to 
serve if appointed to the board.’’ 

As business representatives 
spoke out on this score, DiSalle 
announced that the government 
has turned down a request from 
fhe copper industry® for either 
suspension of price control on 
domestic copper or a boost in the 
present 24'2 cent ceiling. 

DiSalle reported that both he and 
Henry H. Fowler, defense mobili- 
gation director, concurred in this 
decision. made by the Office of 
Price Stabilization.

WASHINGTON, Dec. (P- -The 
Department of Commerce said to- 
day the United States has about 
four million business firms, most 
of them small and young. 

Half the nation’s businesses are 
only about four years old, the de- 
partment’s Office of Business FEco- 
nomics reported after a survey. 
And, it said. most of the firms are 
“very small.”’ 

The new survey took in busi- 
nesses existing at the end of 1951. 
The Jast similar survey was for 
1948, when 75 per cent of the 3,981,- 
000 firms then existing had less 
than four employees. 


4 MILLION CONCERNS 


At the end of 1951, the report 
said, the nation had 4,014,000 busi- 
ness concerns. That meant one per- 
son in less than 40 
States was a business proprietor. 
This did not include farm owner- 
ship. 

The finance and mining indus- 
tries had the highest percentage of 
older firms, while the youngest 
firms were in the 
and transportation industries. Only 
a third of construction firms were 
five years or older, while almost 
two-thirds of finance firms were 
at least five years old. 


FIRM’'S AGE 

The report counted a firm’s age 
from the time of its organization 
or from the time it passed into the 
hands of its present owner. 

The survey showed about a third 
of the new businesses dating from 
1944 either went out of business or 
pased into new hands in their 
first year. About half did not sur- 
vive, in original form. or owner- 
ship, for more than two years. 

These were by no means all fail- 
ures. Manv of the businesses did 
not ‘“‘survive’’ for more than a 
year or two years because they 
were hought by a new owner as a 
good property, or were given up 
because of the owner's ill health, 
death or retirement or because the 
owner left them for a better op- 
portumty.

But Wilson said no one is really 
to blame for the actual relocation. 
“T believe the route was changed 
by Roy Flynt of the State Highway 
Planning Commission and he was 
just doing his job—which is to 


find the best possible route for 


the state’s roads.”’ 
BUSINESS ALTERNATE 


Wilson debunked rumors of po- - 
litical string-pulling in the rerout- 
ing of the highway and said it was 
merely the result of the state do- 
ing the job it is supposed to do. 

But, he added, the association 
he represents is seeking to have 
the Stewart Ave. route marked as 
a business alternate. 

“This will give persons seeking 
tourist homes and roadside res- 
taurants a chance to pick their 
highway,’’ he said. 

At present, many travel guide 
publishers are considering recom- 
mending that travelers be routed 
around Atlanta until the entire ex- 
pressway is comuleted and the con- 
fusion ended, according to Wilson. 

Actually all road markers, are 
erected by the National Associa- 
tion of State Highway Officials, 
which was founded in 1926 to aid 
travelers. The markers, however, 
are not maintained by this asso- 
ciation within the corporate limits 
of a city or town. 

SOUTH FULTON MARKERS 

Although the Stewart Ave. route 
has now received the state’s ap- 
proval as a business alternate, 
route markers explaining the two 
routes are erected only in the 
South Fulton area. 

“Tourists who enter the city 
from the north must travel all the 
way through before they find the 
business alternate marked,’ Wil- 
son said. “‘For this reason many 
of them miss it and travel out the 
expressway without realizing they 
have gone past the motor courts 
and restaurants.”’ 

Wilson’s association has there- 
fore asked that markers be placed 
along Northside Drive and on the 
new West By-Pass so that tourists 
and potential customers of Atlan- 
ta’s tourist businesses will more 
easily find them.
